RICSHA STRIKE IN PsNANG, 
9 
A QUESTION OF APRONS. 

The Penang Gasette, of the 6th inst. says, 
that on that morning Penang arose from its 
slumibers to learn tle fact that the ‘rikisha 
pullers had gone on strike owing toa dispute 
that bas reached a crisis between themselves 
and the Municipality and the regisicred owners, 
The point in dispute appears to be that of the 
aprons. The Municipality has insisted on 
‘rikishas owning two sets, which the 'rikisha 
pullers say they have tu experiment with and 
bear the cost of.” Sometime ago the aprons 
insisted on by the Municipafity were not con- 
sidered sufficiently strong and water-proof to 
secure the comfort of passéngers in wet weather, 
The Municipality had this kind changéd for 
avother—the latest—and the one which has 
been used upto the present, Now they seem 
to have reverted back to the previous one, and 
insist on each ‘rikisha having two sets of apron. 
The ‘rikisha pullers say they have ‘ta bear the 
expense and inconvenience of this experiment- 
ing, and 80, as.a protest, have thrown up the 
sponge, and struck to have the thing settled for 
once and forever, There is still another point 
of dispute. Under the present system the seat- 
ing cushions are of oil cloth, by which of course 
it is impossible to see when they are diny or 
not. The Towkays and Municipality wanted 
the pullers to have the covers of white cloth so 
they could always sée to it being clean. This 
the pullers also object to, as it necessitates 
frequent washing, and are more quickly worn 


out. Soon these two points thé pullers decided 
to strike, with the result that a general disloca- 
tion of traffic has ensued. 

TROUBLE IN THE STREETS, 

The following day the joumal states that a 
few of the private “Yriks” bad put in an 
Appearance and by evening there was a fair 
number: working, One or two public onés 
worked, and the result was a collision be- 
tween idle pullers and the Police at Magazine 
Road. A Baba was suspected of encouraging 
the coolies to fight, and some interference was 
seen to take place with 2 pullet. Whereupon 
Inspector Carrol! .promptly arrested the Baba‘ 
and was hustling him away to the Magazine 
Police Station when a sympathising crowd be- 
gan to mob, A gen¢gral—thouzh not serious— 
fight ensued, with ‘the result that what few 
police were present well “belted” the strikers. 


In the meantime news of the impending trouble |" 


was sent to the Sikh quarters, and a Sergt.-Ma- 
jor with a number of Sikh police were marched 
up to the scene shortly afterwards, The trou- 
ble was practically over then, and the arrested 
Baba safely landed in Magazine Police Station, 
However, the Sikh police were at once utilized, 
and to-day patrolled the Magazine road in cou: 
ples, clearing away every coolic and puller who 
was seen on the road, as well as keeping a 
sharp eye on all the houses there.
